Subject : — Licensing of Sewn print falling under Serial No. 44 of Part V from 
the Dollar area for July-Deeember, 1950 and January- June, 1951. 

No. 45-ITO(PN)/&0 . — The attention of importers is invited to the remarks 
in column 25 of Appendix ‘B’ to Public Notice No. 14-ITC(PN)/50 dated the 
16th .June, 1950 against S. No 41 of Part V of the Import Trade Control 
Schedule. 

2. It has been decided that licences for import of Newsprint horn the dollar 
area should be issued on the following basis fo- 1 ' both July-Deeember 1950 and 
January -June 1951 licensing period'. — 

(a) Newspapers having a consumption of more than 25 tons per month 

during 1948-49 will be gmnled licences to cover their three months 
consumption on the basis of their consumption in March 1949. 

(b) Newspapers having a consumption of 25 tons and le-s during 1948-49 

will be granted licences to cover thoir 8 months consumption on 
the basis of their consumption in March, 1949, provided they 
imported newsprint from U.B.A., Canada and Newfoundland during 
the .year 1948-49. 

(c) Newspapers which have started production after Maroi, 19 will be 

granted licences to cover their 8 months consumption cup the basis 
of their consumption in March, 1950, as certified by the State 
Director of Industries or the Director General of Industries and 
Supplies. Such certificates should be produced with the 
applications, 

(d) Established Importers (other than newspapers) will be granted 

licences on the basis of 120 per cent, of half of their best years’ 
imports from the U.S.A., Canada and Newfoundland in any one 
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complete financial year between 1987-88 and 1949-50, both years 
inclusive. It will be a condition of the grant of licences to Estab- 
lished Importers that they will not supply Newsprint to 
newspapers falling in categories (a), (b) and (c) above, a list of 
which will be enclosed with each licence. 

8. Applications should be made to the Chief Controller of Imports, Church 
Road, New Do 1 hi , in the form and manner prescribed in the (’omme'ce Ministry 
Public Notice dated the 15th June I960, and separately for the, July-December, 
1950 and January- June, 1951 periods respectively, so as to roach by the 
following dates: — 

(i) Established Importers: — 81st October 1960. 

(ii) Actual Users: — 30th November 1950. 

No applications received thereafter shall be entertained. Applications from 
newspapers and established importers falling in categories (b) & (d) of paragraph 
2 above should also bo accompanied by documentary evidence of past imports. 
All applications should bo accompanied by a Treasury Receipt in payment of 
the licence fees. 

4. The licences will be valid for 12 months from the date of issue, which in 
the case of advance licences for the January -June, 1951 period wi 1 ! commence 
from the 1st January, 1951.
